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Britain continues its descent 


into anarchy as Brixton burns 


JUST A WEEK after Home Secretary Michael Howard 
refused to give resettlement grants to immigrants Brixton 
was hit with renewed rioting. Mr. Howard had rejected black 
MP Bernie Grant's request that the Government should 
match its £35,000 per head grant to help Ulstermen return 
from abroad with similar payments to ethnic minorities. Mr. 
Grant says that many blacks - both young and old - want to 
go home. Ironically Mr. Howard claimed that his refusal was 
in the interests of good race relations. 

An evening demonstration, outside Brixton police station on 
December 14, heard inflammatory speeches from members of the 
National Black Caucus, including former leader of Lambeth Council 
Linda Bellos, and struck-off barrister Rudy Narayan. Narayan 
was involved in the last major Brixton riots in 1981. 

The demonstration was called after the death from heart failure 
of burglar Wayne Douglas. Douglas had attacked police with 
knives while resisting arrest, after terrorising the occupants of a 
flat he robbed in Brixton Way. Evil Douglas died later in a cell. 

Towards the end of the demonstration concrete was thrown at 
police. Groups of rioters, organised with mobile phones, then 
began toset cars on fire, petrol bombed buildings, and looted shops. 
In one attack, 50 youths armed with baseball bats smashed their 
way into a sports shop and stole armfulls of trainers and clothing. 


A police motor cyclist, PC John Tisshaw, 39, came close to being: 
killed after being pulled from his machine. An onlooker said the. 


rioters were trying to break his spine with repeated kicks. 

Shotgun olasts injured two people, and police armed with semi- 
automatic carbines and shotguns were seen marching into the 
area. News of the shootings was largely suppressed for days after. 

£1 million in damage was caused before police restored control 
to the area. Scotland Yard say that a cache of weapons has been 
hidden in Brixton. Police Commissioner Sir Paul Condon says that 
there is a strong suggestion that the mob intended to shoot one of 
his men during the pre-planned riot. 

A few days after the riot a meeting of the black group Panther UK 
called for blacks to arm themselves for a battle against police. The 
stage at the meeting, held in Brixton Recreation Centre, was 


decorated with pictures of Bobby Seale, founder of the US terrorist © 


group the Black Panthers. 

Threats have been made to track down police officers to their homes, 
and police admit that public safety can no longer be guaranteed on the 
streets of Brixton. 
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JUST A NORMAL DAY! A Brixton local does not even notice a burned out crumpled car after a night 's rioting. 


'Red sky at night , Brixton's alight ' was the wry comment of one national newspaper. 


There have been calls for the 
prosecution of the speakers at the 
demonstration which led to the riot. 

Rudi Narayan had said "Police will 
not understand until one of them has 


been killed". Narayan returned to his — 


native Ghana in 1992, but then came 
back to Britain again in 1994. 

One of the other speakers, Linda 
Bellos (pictured right), has been 
served with a bankruptcy notice by 
the High Court after failing to submit 
VAT returns. 

BN says that the meeting held at 
Brixton Recreation Centre sums up 
the true state of Britain. A black group 
calling for guns to be obtained, and 
used to attack the police, is able to 


hire a public centre for a meeting. 

Just compare that with the 
experience of the BNP - related in 
our December issue. When we 
attempt to hold a peaceful and 


perfectly legitimate annual rally, a 
massive police operation, which 
happily failed, is set in motion to 
prevent us even meeting. 

Britain is now a deeply sick society 
which makes little pretence at being a 
democracy.

On page four, we quote from 
an article, by post-Marxist 
novelist John Berger, which 
appeared recently in the 
Observer. A remarkable 
article - not so much for its 
content, which echoes much 
of what nationalists have long 
said - but forits appearance 
in a left-wing newspaper. 

The keynote of the politics 
of the left, during the past 
century and more, has been 
the perception that inter- 
nationalism - defined as the 
embracing of all peoples in a 
single enterprise with unified 
leadership - would unlock a 
bright new future. 

The lure of that vision drew 
generations ofthe left, bright- 
eyed with hope, onto a 
thousand chilly streets filled 
with their placards. 

Immigration, the destruct- 


ion of social cohesion, and of 


our way of life, all was a 
necessary disposal of 
barriers to internationalism, 
and supported by the left. 

In one of those ghastly 
tricks played by history, and 
for the second time this 
century, it is now beginning 
to dawn that the internat- 
ionalism they worked for is 
now here - but not in the form 
they expected. 

Most of the intelligentsia in 
the West believed: until quite 
recently that the Soviet 
system embodied the building 
of an internationalist utopia. 
Some still deny the mistake. 

Now what they have worked 
for , in a quite different way 
within the West, is revealing 
itself as yet another mirage. It 
has been termed the ‘long 
march through the inst- 
itutions' - the stealthy 
undermining of society by, for 
example, gaining control of 
what is taught in schools, and 
pitching it to promote social 
breakdown. 

The effect has been to 
generate so great a degree of 
demoralisation that society 
lies defenceless against the 
forces of the international 
economy. 

The realities of inter- 
nationalism are, as Berger 
Says, creating a depol- 
iticisation which leaves its 
| victims without a voice. Our 
mainstream politicians have 
become empty vessels. "Their 
_ Speaking heads have become 
decoys" says Berger. 

"No one knows what 
resisting the global market 
| Opération involves, or what 
form of resistance will work 
best" he says. 

Well! The nationalist 
movement can claim a little 
experience in this area. We 
have been doing what he 
prescribes for years! 

We know from a long and 
bitter experience about the 
forced depoliticisation of our 
society -the attempts to block 
even the holding of political 
meetings. (see our last issue) 

The irony has been that 
state and left have been united 
in depoliticising Britain. The 
left believed they were 


building a new politics, as they’ 


abused us, butwere, in reality, 
conjurers assistants in calling 
up the ‘decoy politics’ of 
which they now compiain. 


THREE HUNDRED Turkish Cypriots have demonstrated 
outside Enfield Civic Centre. Shots were fired from an air 
pistol during the banner waving protest against Enfield's 


Greek Cypriot Mayor. 


The council is divided along racial lines; between the supporters 
of Mayor George Savva, and Turkish Cypriots, who say they are 
incensed by his planting ofa tree, in the local Broomfield Park, and 
inmemory of Greeks killed in the 1974 war within Cyprus. The tree 


has since been vandalised. 


Minority Tories on the council said that the mayor is incapable 
of acting in an unbiased way, and tabled a motion ofno confidence. 
During the subsequent debate, which provoked the demonstration, 
scenes in the public gallery became so raucous that some people 


were told to leave by the chairman. 


The mayor, during the meeting, assured Turks that he would 
represent all Enfield's ethnic minorities. 

Yet again Britain is host to yet another foreign war imported onto 
our shores without the slightest permission or approval by the. 
British people. Kurds, Indians, Pakistanis, Bangladeshis, and 
endless other minorities fight out disputes, which have nothing to 
do with us, within Britain's cities - sometimes with guns. 

As we reported in a recent issue of BN, the next election, if it is 
close run, could be decided by Kashmir, and the Labour Party's 
delicate decision on which faction to support within Asian groups 


in Britain. 


The dispute between Turkey and Greece over ownership of 
Cyprus has nothing to do with us in Britain - Cyprus received its 
independence nearly forty years ago. The disturbance in Enfield is 
yet another illustration of the fact that immigrants' main allegiances 


are to their home countries. 


When British people wish to display our flag they are constantly 
told it is no longer quite right to do so. BN has documented many 
times instances of local councils telling people that the Union Jack 
is banned. Yet it is perfectly permissible to fly foreign flags, as in 
Enfield. It could hardly be made clearer where the people involved 
see their loyalties as being. (see also page three) 

Each group wishes its factional interests to prevail over the 
others - Britain is just a convenient place to fight it out. Any 
objection by British people to having all this on their soil is simply 
countered by screaming 'racist' at anyone who objects, and govern- 


ment no longer even cares.

Britain's growing TB nightmare 


TUBERCULOSIS, a disease which 
many thought had disappeared from 
Britain, is now reaching pandemic 
levels in parts of Britain - and in 
particular the East End of London, 
Lewisham, Islington, and parts of 
Manchester. Even more frightening 
is the fact that a substantial 
proportion of the strains of the 
disease are resistant to antibiotics. 

A BN correspondent has spoken toa 
black anaesthetist, and a white doctor, 
both of whom have worked at Hack- 
ney Hospital - and heard their terrify- 
ing story. 

The black medic said that both TB 
and hepatitis are "rampant, out of con- 
trol, and of pandemic proportions". He 
mentioned in particular the Kingsmead 
Estate, where people live twenty in a 
room. . 3 

He said that on one occasion an 
Eritrean woman was hurried out of the 
hospital after removing bandages from 
her neck to reveal tubercular sores 
which could easily infect awhole ward. 
She was told she would be contacted 
later. | 

The white doctor confirmed his 
colleague's remarks, and said that there 
was media cover-up of what was hap- 
pening. Both medics agreed that if the 
truth were to enter public conscious- 
ness there would be "public uproar", 
and a mass exodus from the area. 

Southwark Health Authority said re- 
cently that TB in’ Lewisham, and 
neighbouring boroughs, was at 'sky- 
high’ levels, with Camberwell and 
West Lambeth being the worst areas. 
Only two places in Britain were worse 
- parts of Islington, and areas of 
Manchester. 

The official figures from the Lon- 
don Chest Hospital are that 450 cases 
of TB are notified each year within 
Tower Hamlets, Hackney, and 
Newham, and that there are 5,000 car- 


riers of the disease. 


Jo-Ann Pinney, a nurse from the 
London Chest Hospital, says of the 


carriers, however, "We don't know 
who they are or how many there are." 

When the disease becomes active 
Ms. Pinney tries to trace contacts of 
the sick person, who have, for ex- 
ample, shared a lavatory or bath. 

The tracing and home visits are dis- 
creet to avoid public alarm. 

BN has been told of a small York- 
shire village in which six people are 
kept permanently at home while nurses 
visit them on a daily basis to adminis- 
ter TB drugs. There is now a high 
immigrant population in the village, 
but all the identified sufferers are white 
children. Not a word has appeared in 
the local newspaper.

Two-thirds of the cases seen at the 
London Hospital are from ethnic mi- 
norities. Most acquire the disease in 
Pakistan and India, and then bring it to 
Britain. 

Medical checks on immigrants ar- 
riving at Heathrow consist of non- 
medically trained immigration offic- 
ers trying to spot anyone who looks ill. 
The mildly ill, and carriers, simply 
walk, through ready to infect others 
within Britain. 7 

Dr. Nabil Jarad, a lecturer at the 
London Chest Hospital, says that im- 
migrants should be properly checked 
on entry. BN says that if the Govern- 
ment were to suggest such a thing 


there would-an outcry about 'racism'. 

Carriers have the disease in dormant 
form. It can become active at any time, 
but is near impossible to detect until 
this happens. AIDS and overcrowded 
housing encourage the disease to be- 
come active. 3 

MPs. have been told by the Parlia- 
mentary Office of Science and Tech- 
nology that antibiotic resistant TB 
derives largely from the Indian sub- 
continent. 

10-15% of the cases seen in East 
London are antibiotic resistant. In 
some parts of South-East Asia the fig- 
ure is 25%, 

East End Public Health Director Dr. 
Bobbie Jacobson offers public reas- 
surance. "We will eventually bring it 
under control, but it will need a lot of 
extra resources" says Dr. Jacobson. 

That is certainly not a description of 
the situation with which medical staff, 
who have spoken privately to this 
newspaper, would agree. 

The usual excuse of ‘fighting racism' 
seems to prevent both proper. screen- 
ing for TB,and also public notification 
of what is happening. The media in 
Britain now describe censorship as 
responsible reporting’. | 


@Ambulance crews all over Britain 
have been given instructions on pre- 


cautions to be taken in dealing with 


Ebola Virus - which is untreatable. 

-= The disease, first identified in Zaire 
in 1976, isfatal in 90% of cases. Within 
a few days, it turns the body into a 
virus-laden mush, and in the last stages 
induces epileptic seizures in which 
infected blood is splashed over any- 
one within range. 

The ambulance crew instructions 
say that "the chance of any spread in 
the community is soremote that it need 
not be considered". 

This assurance begs the question of 
why British ambulance crews been 
issued with detailed instructions on 
the disease. 


Commission for 
Racial ‘Equality’ 
71% black 


THE SHAM of Britain's so- 
called racial equality policies 
was graphically displayed 
recently, when the Commission 
for Racial 'Equality' revealed 
that 71% of its staff are black! 

The CRE, or perhaps it should 
be retitled the ‘Commission for 
Black Power', has 212 staff. Just 
29% or 62, are white. 

The body spends £16 million a 
year of our money preaching 
‘equality’, but employs /3 times 
the proportion of black people in 
Britain. | 

The official figure is that 5.5% 
of the UK population, or 3 mil- 
lion, is non-white - not 71%. The 
real figure is, of course, far higher, 
with an unknown number of ille- 
gal immigrants -probably between 
one and two million. 

Tory MPs. Ann Winterton, and 
Graham Riddick, have joined with 
Labour member Lawrence 
Cunliffe in calling on Home Sec- 
retary Michael Howard to "abol- 
ish this hypocritical, divisive, and 
anachronistic organisation". They 
described the CRE's behaviour as 
"intolerable". 


@Not long ago there were com- 
plaints of 'racism' from black ac- 
countancy students, who said they 
were being barred from places as 
trainee chartered accountants. 
They offered as evidence the fact 
that only 13% oftrainee jobs went 
to non-whites. — 

13% is, of course, over double 
the proportion oflegal immigrants 
in the population! It is the whites 
who are being short changed - and 
who are mostly too frightened to 
say so openly.

AN OLD FOLK'S HOME in Hull is offering £1 an hour to 
work all night looking after its residents - including 
bathing and putting them to bed. 

The job is on offer at Alexander's Residential Home for 
the Elderly (pictured right) in the city's Park Avenue. An - 
unemployed care worker was told he must take the job - 
advertised at Jobcentres throughout the area- and fears he 
may: have his dole stopped for refusing to fill the vacancy. 

The home, owned by manageress Mrs. K. Suri, and 
medical adviser Dr. H. Suri, is advertised in the local 


Yellow Pages as offering a ‘luxurious family atmosphere’. It _ 


costs £196 per week to stay there. 

The lucky applicant will work from 8pm.on Saturday 
evening to 8am. the next morning initially for the generous 
remuneration of £12! Other shifts will be arranged later. 

Other similar homes in Hull offer between £19 and £21 
for eight and eleven hour shifts. A trainee pizza chef's job 
in the city centre offers £3 per hour. | 

The lucky care worker received a call from the Employ- 
ment Service telling him to apply. ‘It would suit you down to 
the ground' he was told. When he said he was not inter- 
ested he was told he was restricting his availability for 
work.

'Gays' terrorise bathers 


TERRIFIED LOCALS are 
fleeing the public steam baths at 
York Hall in London's East End. 

East Enders say the baths are be- 
ing taken over by homosexuals and 

-= becoming a no-go area. 

One local, 18-year-old Joe Lloret, 
said he made a speedy exit and 
obtained a refund after finding men 
having sex in the baths. "They were 
all wearing pink towels" he said. 

His mother said:"York Hall used 
to be a place that was trusted by 
everyone - you'd take kids there." 

Another man, Joey Cooper of 
Bethnal Green, has called for the 
baths closure to protect the public. 
He was thrown against a wall by a 
pervert, and thought he would be 
raped. "The ones who wear pink 
towels are a menace" he said. 

"Last week the staff had to hide 


me in an office because of a gang 
swearing and acting in a threatening 
manner. I think there's a real risk of 
something terrible happening." 

Elderly people, who once used 
the baths for medical conditions like 
rheumatism, say they now struggle 
to Romford, and to private clubs. 

The council say they are consid- 
ering installing closed circuit TV. 
At present there is only one atten- 
dant for the entire baths. 

Tower Hamlets staged a massive 
'gay pride' festival in the local 
Victoria Park last year. The open 


space was left wrecked, with huge . 


cost to the public in clearing up. 
They now plan to consider hold- 
ing another 'festival'in 1996 - money 
is available for this purpose but not 
for proper supervision in a public 
bath to protect normal people. 


Three life terms for 
East End serial rapist 


heed A FEW DAYS after the 
‘sentencing to life imprisonment of 
Victor Willoughby, 'The Night 
'Stalker', who raped more than 100 
people, another multiple rapist has 
received three life terms. 

Paul Brandy, a crack addict, raped 


three people after being deported from — 


Canada following a two year sentence 

for sex assaults. He has a string of 

convictions for sex offences starting 

at 16, and was born in Birmingham, 
` but migrated to Canada with his par- 
ents at the age of five. 

Brandy returned to Britain - so much 
for immigration controls - and raped 
the three women as well as beating 
another one. ? 

The first victim was a 39-year-old 
from Bethnal Green, the girlfriend of 
one of his associates. 

He then obtained access to a 26- 
year-old's home by pretending to be 
from the post office. He told the vic- 
tim: "Take a good look at me". She 
later picked him out at an identity 
parade. 

Finally, he raped a student from 
London Guildhall University after forc- 
ing his way into her home. He said 
"You are going to be a difficult one" 
when she struggled. The victim now 
rarely goes out and has moved away. 

Evil Brandy is a fitness fanatic, who 
does 700 press-ups every day in his 
cell. Judge Rogers, who took Brandy's 
trial, dismissed a plea for mercy from 
the defence counsel Brian Barker, who 
said his client was a slave to drink, 

drugs, and an uncontrollable temper. 

Detective Inspector John Mc- 
Cullough, of Bethnal Green police, 
said: "The victims of his horrendous 
crimes are devastated. They are still 
having counselling, and it is part of the 
treatment to see him finally put away".

@A gang of Bosnian children, some 
only eight years old, is running wild on 
a spree of robbery in the Black Coun- 
try , and police say they are powerless. 
The gang is well known to police, 
after robbing old people and shops 
from Smethwick to the Merry Hill 
shopping centre near Dudley. 
Superintendent Mike Harrison, of 
Smethwick Police said the gang can- 
not be prosecuted because they speak 
no English and claim to be refugees.

A question - what has politically hap- 
pened in Western Europe since the fall 
of the Berlin Wall? During the last five 
years, something about politics has 
changed. The change is felt by every- 
body - evenif it has not been named -felt 
not exactly as despair, but more mod- 
estly, as a kind of hopelessness. This 
produces boredom, indifference, and 
finally violence. What has happened? 

The profession of politics is now to 
create not political debate, but a diver- 
sion. Their speaking heads have be- 
come decoys. This is what has changed 
in Europe during the last five years. 
Why did it happen? 

Until the end of the Cold War, and the 
collapse of the Soviet System, the capi- 
talist system needed politics to enlist the 
rest of the world in its struggle to 
eliminate any alternative future to the 
one it was itself proposing. It needed 
words like Freedom, and Democracy, 
and Justice, which entail politics. 

Today the situation is different, the 
free market became overnight the tri- 
umphant global system. Now every- 
thing can finally be bought or sold by 
those who have the means (among the 
means is control of the media). This 
power is more or less concentrated in 
the hands of the 200 largest multina- 


tional enterprises. Country's lives are 


changed, destroying local agriculture 


and communities, increasing unemploy- 


ment, and destroying social welfare. 
As this global plan advances it in- 
creasingly demands a global 
depoliticisation. Otherwise, the protests 
of the suffering majority may become 
too insistent. So the future of the globe, 
politicians repeat on the doorstep, can- 


‘not be politically debated, for it is sim- 
ply the subject of a natural law. Millions 


are threatened. In the face of all this 
suffering, the decoys, with their empty 


_ words, are as if speechless. 


Nobody knows whatresisting the glo- 


bal market operation will involve, what 
forms of resistance will work best. It is 
too soon, for only five years have passed. 
What is sure that this is the point 
where the denied politics will begin 
again in the next millennia - or perhaps 
have already begun.

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More giant mosques on way 


ONE THOUSAND Muslims will soon be making a daily 


visit to Morden if plans for yet another huge mosque are 
approved. The mosque will be built on the site of the 
Express Dairy in London Road, Morden (pictured right). 

The new building with minaret will accommodate, among 
others, Muslims from a group in Putney, and will include 
TV studios, halls, a library, and offices. The whole site of 
the former dairy covers five acres. 

If Morden Council gives permission for the mosque it 
will employ 200 people, but have only 93 car parking 
spaces for both staff and visitors. One resident, who 
declined to be named, said:"It could alter the whole of 
Morden. I feel quite sick." Another resident said that there 
would be no parking spaces left for locals. | 

Spokesman for the mosque Nasser Khan said: "We 
want to provide something special for Morden. We want 
to actively involve the local community, not cut ourselves 


off." 


A phone-in poll by a local newspaper showed a majority 
to be opposed to the mosque plan, but BN can confidently | 
say that the scheme will go ahead whatever the views of 


local people. 


@Plans to build two temples and a 
mosque in Hamilton are being se- 
cretly forwarded by Leicester City 
Council - despite claims that they 
had been shelved. The council plans 
to sell land at Manor Farm, Hamilton, 
at a 50% subsidy, to allow the build- 
ing of Hindu and Sikh temples, and a 
mosque. 

When the plans were unveiled in 
1994, 500 letters of objection were 
sent to the council, and a 5,500 signa- 
ture petition presented to councillors. 
Two Conservative councillors re- 
signed after opposing the scheme, but 
were re-elected after a by-election.

The council's planning department 
now say that the temple and mosque 
proposal has not been shelved, but 
‘more information is being sought’. 

One of the councillors who resigned, 
Roman Scuplak, says that the council 
will reintroduce the scheme "when 
they are less likely to be damaged 
politically." 


In East London, angry locals have | 


been told at a residents' meeting that 
the proposed 100'tall Beckton Mosque 
(November BN) could not be dis- 
cussed. All over the country giant 
mosque schemes are being got through 
by similar underhand tactics. 


@Drunken worshippers and loud mu- 
sic at a Sikh temple, with a public 
entertainment licence, are driving 
residents to distraction. Dudley 
Council's licensing sub-committee 
nevertheless ignored local com- 
plaints recently and renewed the 
'temple's' licence - despite objec- 
tions by neighbours. 

Locals living around Wellington 
Road, Dudley, say they are constantly 
abused and intimidated by people us- 
ing the building. Driveways are 


blocked by cars, litter dropped, and 


windows have to kept shut because of 
cooking smells and the racket. 


The music is so loud that one long 
standing resident, Elsie Bladen, said 
she would not able to hear her TV 
without shutting her windows, and 
that she was sworn at. 

Another resident, Terry Wilshaw, 
said: "It's intolerable - everyone's fed 
up. They have music blasting out most 
weekends. At 8.30 one morning there 
was a band banging drums outside my 
home. They stagger around at night 
after having too much to drink." 

A temple spokesman said that the 
residents were 'jealous'. The licensing 
committe has ordered music to be kept 
down, and no food or drink taken out.

FOREIGN NEWS 


IN PAKISTAN 


TENS OF THOUSANDS of hu- 
man slaves, or haris, are bought 
and sold every year by rich land 
owners in Pakistan. 

The slaves, men, women, and chil- 
dren, work shackled and chained on 
farms all over Pakistan - but particu- 
larly in the southern province of 
Sindh, where the prime minister of 
Pakistan, Benazir Bhutto, owns a 
huge estate. 

Many of the victims were born 
into slavery. Their parents are said 
to have borrowed money from rich 
landlords which was notrepaid. The 
debts are unrecorded, and mysteri- 
ously seem to grow however long 
the slaves work. 

The slaves work under armed 
guards picking cotton, and cutting 
sugar cane. At night the men are 
chained to trees, while women and 
children live inmud huts. Rifle butts 
batterthe ribs of slackers during the 
daytime. 


SALES 


Sales of slaves are a regular occur- 
rence, with the usual price being 
10,000 rupees (£200) for a slave 
and his family. Despite slavery be- 
ing illegal in the country the prac- 
tice is thriving. 

One woman, Bhagan, said her 
` family had been in bondage for 25 
years, and her children beaten in 
front of her. 

A male slave, Khamiso, escaped 
recently. He says his parents and 


grandparents were all slaves, and. 


that no one can remember how they 
lost their freedom, or even how much 
money was involved. He says he 
_was sold three times, but only knew 
of it when he was thrown into a lorry 


and taken to another farm. 

Following his escape, the Human 
Rights Commission of Pakistan took 
him back to the last farm at which he 
worked. He then learned that his wife 
and cousin had been raped by employ- 
ees of the landlord. 


DENIED 


Shekil Pathan, an official of the com- 
mission says:"Human beings are sold 
like chattels. Not only the hari, but his 
entire family become slaves, and the 
women become the property of the 


landlord. Themen areregularly beaten, ` 


and the women raped. They are treated 
worse than dogs." 

He sayshe sent copies of the Bonded 
Labour Act, which outlawed slavery, 


to every senior official in Sindh. Most . 


denied they ever received it. 


WHITE PEOPLE 


Curiously, it is white people who are ; 
constantly attacked for slavery - de- 


spite having abandoned the practice 
about two centuries ago. Denmark led | 
the way in 1802. In Britain, William, 
Wilberforce led the campaign to abol- 
ish slavery in Britain. The British par- 
liament passed abolition in 1833. 
Other races continue to own slaves, 


as in Pakistan, and in Africa. In last 


May's BN wereported onthe existence 


of 100,000 slaves in Mauritania - as 


well as 300,000 part and ex-slaves. 
For centuries Arabs raided southern 
parts of the continent for human be- 
ings to be traded in the north. 

BN says it is high time the nonsense 
about white people and slavery came 
to an end. The criticisms should be. 


directed against those races who still 


own slaves - like Pakistanis.

THE ISRAELI withdrawal from 
Nablus, on the West Bank, has re- 
vealed a secret the Jews would rather 
have concealed - the torture chamber 
used for decades to torment Palestin- 
ians - with the personal approval of 
murdered Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

A few days before leaving the town, 
the Israelis tried to disguise what had 
been happening in Nablus prison.
